Bill 15-188, the "Homestead Exemption Amendment Act of 2003", would amend Title 
47 of the D.C. Code to increase the homestead property tax exemption from the current $30,000 
to $100,000. Bill 15-619, the "Residential Real Property Tax Deferral and Recapture Act of 
2003" would provide a tax deferral to owner-occupants of real property by limiting the increase 
in real property taxes to 10% and deferring until the following year any real property tax increase 
above a 10% increase. The Committee also invites the public to testifjron the topic of reducing 
real property tax rates for owner-occupied Class 1 property.
